FHA to Study 


Trailer Parks 


A special Federal Housing Ad­ 
ministration "task force" will 
take a long look at western trailer 
families and where they live this 
month, in a move that may open 
the way for construction of scores 
of modern parks in the West. 
The Trailer Coach Association, 
Loa Angeles, announced today 
that FHA is sending the three- 
man team here from the nation's 
capital to confer with industry 
leaders and to take a first-hand 
look at trailer parks in Los An­ 
geles, San Diego and San Fran­ 
cisco. At dispute is FHA's pres­ 
ent regulations governing trailer 
space requirements in new parks, 
which TCA has called "unrealis- 
^ tic" in terms of the West's high 
land evaluations. 
According to John O'Conor, ex­ 
ecutive director of the association, 
TCA has urged FHA to reevaluate 
Its regulations calling for up to 
3.000 square feet per trailer in 
parks

Korea Act Carries On 
The largest veterans’ training 
p r o g r a m the world haz ever 
known ends today for all but a 
small handful of Worlo War II vet­ 
erans. 
It is the 12-year-old World War 
II GI Bill—a law that has given 
more than 7.800.000 World War II 
veterans a chance to catch up 
with the years taken out of :heir 
lives by military aervice, Veter 
ans Administration said. 
Today also marks the virtual 
1 end of another program — Public 
I,aw 18 vocational rehabilitation 
| training for disabled veterans of 
! World War II. Under this pro­ 
gram, VA figures show, more 
than 810,000 disabled veterans 
were given 
a lift toward self- 
reliant living. 
The vetcran-trainee. however, 
will not vanish entirely from the 
American scene after today. VA 
said.The Korean GI Bill, entering its 
fourth year, is just now getting 
into full swing This fall. VA ex­ 
pects nearly three-quarters of a 
million Korea veterans to be en­ 
rolled in schools and training es­ 
tablishments under that law. 
A small handful of World War 
II veterans will be allowed to con­ 
tinue their studies in the months 
ahead. VA said. These are the 
veterans who enlisted in 1945 and 
1946 under the Voluntary Recruit­ 
ment Act. as well as disabled vet­ 
erans who haven’t been able to 
finish Public Law 18 training be­ 
cause of certain hardship condi­ 
tions.

Couple Write Villagers of Tragic 


Situation of Thousands in Koreg 


By R. r. GRÁETTINGER 


The tragic lituation in South 
Korea where thousand» of desti­ 
tute and starving people are liv­ 
ing in the shadow of dread with 
atomic-armed Red armies but 30 
miles away from Seoul, was de­ 
tailed by Winfield Line and his 
wife, Dr, Grace Soong Line, in a 
letter to friends in Palm Springs 
this week. 
Winfield Line, a well-known lec­ 
turer who has traveled the world 
recording odd and out-of-the-way 
places on colored movie film, and 
his wife, a native of Korea and 
holder of several degrees from 
leading United States universities, 
are Village home-owner» and well 
known in a wide circle here. 


ON A WORLD TOUR, they vis- 
Itied her native Korea this sum­ 
mer. 
Because of her untiring ef­ 
forts to alleviate the suffering of 
war-torn Koreans and her work in 
promoting education in that land, 
the Lines were received with open 
arms and were official guests of 
top Korean officials during their 
visit. 
President Syngman Rhee, who 
lives in a heavily-guarded palace, 
was among the first to entertain 
them and to talk for hours with 
Dr. Line on educational and re­ 
habilitation matters. 


THE LINES were among the 
few who have met with Vice Pres­ 
ident Dr. John Chang, who is also 
heavily guarded both at home and 
when in public. 
They also met 
with other high officials of both 
parties in South Korea. 
The Lines are at the Bando Ho­ 
tel. the only hotel for foreigners 
in Seoul and were able to obtain 
rooms through the influence of 
Pak Heung Sik, Dr. Line’s cousin. 
The latter was host at his home 
for the Lines on their twenty- 
eighth wedding anniversary, cele­ 
brated in Korea. 
“ In our hotel suite we have en­ 
tertained more than 400 guests 
and are never at a loss for com­ 
pany,” wrote Line. 


DR. LINE conferred with many 
educational leaders in Korea md 
was honored by the faculty and 
pupils of the schools. 
They participated in South Kor­ 
ea's Memorial Day to which war 
widows from all of the nation 
were brought by the government. 
“ When Taps was sounded, the 
wailing of thousands of women 
filled the ampitheater and 
the 
echoes rolled down the mountain 
sides," said Line. 
“ ‘Why isn't Korea united?’ they 
cried. 
The people 
pray 
night 
and day for unification of their 
torn country." 


THERE ARE STILL thousands 
of orphans uncared for, thousands 
of beggar boys wondering the city 
streets, wrote Line. 
“We have seen the terrible suf­ 
fering which has been the lot of 
the Korean people. 
“Grace found a beggar boy un­ 
conscious in a ditch. 
He had a 
baby strapped an his back. 
Both 
were skin and bones. She revived 
the boy, bystanders contributed 
money and he was sent on his 
homeless wav," the letter 
said 


THE PROBLEM isn't licked yet. 
according to the Lines. They said 
it was a discouraging one consid­ 
ering the millions of aid the Unit­ 
ed States and the United Nations 
have poured into Korea. They dis­ 
cussed the situation with D. Tyler 
Wood. U.N. economic coordinator. 
"The people have been beaten 
down so badly it takes longer to 
"This is but an example of what 
we see daily.” 


fiD the void of ‘their almost utter 
destruction. 
Yet they are cheer­ 
ful. even in the their misery, and 
refuse to accept defeat,” the Lines 
wrote. 


THE NIGHTMARE of the atom­ 
ic-armed 
Red 
army, 
equipped 
with the latest jets, leas than 30 
miles away, does not give the peo­ 
ple of Seoul too much hope for the 
future, the Lines declared. 
"This is reflected in the 'live to­ 
day’ attitude of the middle class. 
"The U.N. has abided by the 
armistice, but the Reds have vio­ 
lated it from the beginning as 
President 
Rhee 
predicted 
they 
would. 
“We are trying to find the best 
way the individual American can 
help if he so wishes."

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EDITOR’S CORNER

THINK ABOUT THE WINTER! 
Since the middle of April I have been 
through most of the Southern States, 


into Florida, through the Virginias into 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and Maryland; and 
have spent quite a while in the Blue 
Ridge m ountains of North Carolina. I’ve 
been on the Turner Turnpike in Okla­ 
homa, the Ohio and Pennsylvania Turn­ 
pikes and the newer West Virginia Turn­ 
pike that runs over 100 miles Irom Blue- 
field, in the coal region, to Charleston. 
That takes in quite a lot of states and 
a variety of climates. Then I spent the 
first two weeks of July in Palm Springs. 
As I was waiting for the plane at the 
Palm Springs Airport, the wife of a local 
attorney told me that I should say some: 
thing in this column on behalf of the 
people who have to spend the whole 
summer In Palm Springs. Having been 
In so many places where the summer 
climate is more uncomfortable than 
Palm Springs I wasn't very sympathetic. 
There really aren’t very m any localities 
In the country, except the mountain 
areas, where the weather is not hot'and 
humid during most of the summer. 
Palm Springs’ summer dwellers can 
also look forward to some of the finest 
winter clim ate anywhere in the nation. 
The people in Chicago, New York and 
Detroit have TWO rather miserable sea­ 
sons—humid summers and ioy winters. 
It is a poor choice to have to pick two 
weeks’ vacation—and they have to go 


a long way to get out of the heat and 
cold. Villagers never have to worry 
much about the cold—and can get Into 
the cool mountains in an hour, and the 
beach In a little over two hours. That 
combination is hard to beat anywhere. 
So the people who spend the summer 
in Palm Springs really don’t have it so 
bad when they have so many more won­ 
derful months to look forward to. Then, 
too, Palm Springs does have some very 
pleasant summer weather. I certainly do 
not want to imply that it is uncom fort­ 
ably hot all the time—for it Isn’t. I liked 
it much better than the day in Dallas 
when it was 102—and the afternoon in 
Atlanta when it was 94 and humid. As 
far as Florida’s summer w eather is con­ 
cerned—well, I'll take Palm Springs any 
old day. 
The people who feel it is a hardship 
to spend a summer in Palm Springs are 
largely those who HAVE to stay here. 
Lots of residents who could get away, 
stay most of the summer and like it. 
Everyone should, of course, have a 
couple of weeks—a month if possible— 
away from the desert heat. It is good 
for them. An occasional trip into the 
mountains can also be a real treat. 
It helps also to remember that the 
summers in Palm Springs are not nearly 
as bad as the miserable winter w eather 
in the East and North. Think about 
those wonderful days ahead when you’ll 
really be enjoying th at sunshine! 


AS OTHER EDITORS VIEW THE NEWS 


Bismarck's Ratiramant Viaw 
( T h * Charlotte Observer) 
Germany’s man of 
ment, taking into account that men dif- 
Otto Bismarck 
Iron, was perfectly in character when he 
decreed that a jtcrson who reaches 65 is 
no longer fit to serve either his country 
or his employer. 
Bismarck has been dead a long time 
and it is a pity that this flat, fixed line 
of human usefulness did not die with 
him. 
It lives, however, in the retirement 
policies of both government and busi­ 
ness enterprise. The old inveigh against 
it and even the young are increasingly 
suspicious of its wisdom. The question 
is how much longer It can survive when 
it grows less realistic every day. 
Bismarck’s policy would, for instance, 
tell Sir Winston Churchill to put away 
his pen and give up the project of a his­ 
tory of the English-speaking peoples. His 
talents as a historian should have be­ 
gun to fade almost 20 years ago, which 
was before he helped save the Britain he 
now writes about. 
Much of Bernard Shaw’s legacy would 
be thrown aside had Chancellor Bis­ 
marck been right, and Bernard Baruch 
would have had no business advising 
some of those Presidents and Congres­ 
sional committees. 
The policy of out you go at 65 has 
not been faring too well of late. More 
and more it is being regarded for what 
it essentially is, a policy of expediency 
instead of realism. 
The trend is toward flexible ret ¡re­ 


fer as much in the process of decay as 
they do In everything else. 
At Chapel Hill, the Institute for Re­ 
search In Social Science now recom­ 
mends that the state change its think­ 
ing on this m atter. 
It would have state government insti­ 
tute a plan of gradual retirem ent. At a 
certain age an individual would start 
working half the time, moving gradual­ 
ly from there to full retirem ent. 
“Where practical,” says the Institute, 
the part-tim e work should begin at 70. 
Full retirem ent would come at 75. 
The plan is a variation of the idea 
now in use at Bell and Howell Co., the 
m anufacturer of motion picture equip­ 
ment. There employees who reach 65 
are given a month’s leave of absence 
(plus vacation). The next year they take 
two months of absence and the follow­ 
ing year three months. M andatory re­ 
tirem ent comes at 68 with the employee 
cushioned against an abrupt shift to 
idleness. 
Raleigh could well experim ent with 
the suggestion from the University, and 
business firms that have been vexed by 
this problem might also give it a try. 
The problems of America's old people 
are increasing steadily. And not the least 
of these problems is that many persons 
are suddenly turned out to pasture al­ 
though some good races still are left in 
them. 


LEG AL SLAVERY POSSIBLE 
(From the M erchants and M anufacturers Association) 
Most of us feel somewhat confused— 
insecure is the right word if w e search 
our feelings closely—when we look at 
the huge bite taken out of o u r pay­ 
checks for income taxes. 
This bite, for most of us, Is th e largest 
“installm ent’’ p a y m e n t m ade each 
m onth, w ith the possible exception of 
house and automobile payments. 
The Sixteenth Amendment 
to the 
Constitution—it was adopted as recent­ 
ly as 1913—allows that "The Congress 
shall have the power to lay and collect 
¿ax es on incomes, from w hatever sources 
derived, w ithout apportionm ent among 
the several states, and w ithout regard 
to any census or enum eration.” 


The Amendment nullifies an original 
section (Sec. 9 Art. 1) which the 1776 
writers, who realized that unlim ited 
money is unlimited power, wrote in to 
protect the people against unreasonable 
seizure of property. 
The Sixteenth Amendment gives Con­ 
gress the power to take 100 per cent of 
our income anytime it wants to. 
Something should be done about get­ 
ting back to the safeguards drawn up 
for the people in the “Original Consti­ 
tution.” A limit should be set on Con­ 
gress’s power to tax. 
Under law-, you could lose 100 per cent 
of your income. You could be a "legal 
slave,” owned by governm ent bureau­ 
cracy.

M arch 9 to June 16 were called 
the "Hundred D ays" special ses­ 
sion. 
in which 
Congress 
abdi­ 
cated its responsibilities and en­ 
acted into laws, som etim es w ith­ 
out observing the procedural re­ 
quirem ents, the principal policies 
of the “ New Deal." 
The fireside 
chats began. 
The Economy Act hit the vet­ 
erans. 
The CCC was created, a 
worthwhile effort. P r e s i d e n t 
Roosevelt ordered all gold sur­ 
rendered, and on April 
19 , the 
U.S. abandoned the gold stand­ 
ard. Chicago teachers w ere paid 
in scrip. 
The A gricultural Ad­ 
justm ent Act was passed. 
The 
Tennessee Valley Authority was 
created. 
Norman 
Thom as, 
the 
socialist, took credit for it, and 
nobody had the slightest idea we 
w ere crcatipg an octopus which 
would sell power, 70 per cent of 
which would be m ade by steam , 
subsidized by the other 41 states. 
H arry Hopkins becam e a 
fa­ 
m iliar figure. 
The gold clause 
was cancelled in all federal and 
private contracts.

W ar," run by the com m unists, 
changed its name to the League 
against W ar and Fascism , and 
som etim e later to the League for 
Peace and Democracy, thus es­ 
tablishing the now fam iliar p a t­ 
tern. in both 
com m unistic 
and 
bureaucratic circles, 
of 
“ When 
you get to know us, we ll just 
change the nam e." 
, 
G erm any and Jap an resigned 
from the League of Nations. E in­ 
stein moved to the United States 
Some 
p e o p l e ( especially stu­ 
dents: wish he had left his theory 
behind. Roosevelt valued gold at 
$3136 an ounce, which was 27 
cents over the world m arket, and 
told the R.F.C. to s ta rt buying. 
This was a break 
for R ussia, 
which was a gold producer and 
badly needed money. 


On 
November 
16, 
1933. 
the 
USSR got an even greater break 
when Roosevelt, by executive ac­ 
tion, resum ed relations between 
th at country and the US. 
This 
was the sam e as planting holly­ 
hocks 
around 
an 
international 
outhouse, for it gave the USSR a 
synthetic respectability for which 
we vouched, and enabled them 
to establish an em bassy in this 
country, which, with its affiliated 
offices, was little m ore than a 
spying station, under diplomatic 
im m unity. 
We will eventually 
.p a y for this presidential folly in 
blood. The 21st am endm ent went 
into effect on Dem ber 28th, just 
in tim e for a New Y ear’s binge. 
1934. 
1935 
and 
1936 
w e r e 
m arked by a continuation of the 
program which moved this na­ 
tion towards a centralization of 
power in the federal government, 
and step by step to national so­ 
cialism , no m atter by what polite 
nam e we choose to call it. 
The 
end is what m atters, and that 
is alw ays the sam e historical^, 
the loss 
of 
personal 
freedoms 
and, in the United States, of the 
strengths which m ade us great. 


NEITHER DOES IT m atter if 
the average citizens will not be­ 
lieve this. The trained m eteorol­ 
ogist foresees the coming of the 
hurricane, and the fact that the 
untrained householder does not 
understand the warning, nor see 
the black cloud in the distance, 
will not save him, nor his home, 
from destruction. 
1934 brought us the Townsend 
P lan. Father Coughlin, and the 
EPIC platform, on which Upton 
Sinclair ran for governor of Cal­ 
ifornia.
